The Chinese Bill and President 
Cleveland. 


POLITICAL SITUATION IN NEW YORK. 


The Bepublican Senators Change Their 
Tactics —Kilgore Stands Between the 
President and the Bill, 


Wasninoton, September 20.—[Special.]— 
The withdrawal of the resolution to withhold 
the Scott Chinese exclusion bill from the 
president by Senator Edmunds this morning, 
forthe reason that it had already been re- 
tarned to the house, leaves President Cleve- 
land in the same embarrassing position he oc- 
cupied before the resolution was introduced. 

W hen the bili was sent over to the enrolling 
committee of the house to be sent to the presi- | 
dent, Mr. Kilgore, of Texas, chairman of that 
committee, held it over to await the senate’s 
action on the Eimunds resolution. 

In the house this morning, Mr. Morrow, re- 
publican, of California, introduced a resolu- 
tion to require Mr. Kilgore to transmit the bill 
to the president at once. 

Mr. McMillin, of Tennessee, however, raised 
a point of “order against the Californian, and 
Bpeaker Pro Tem Cox sustained him. 

Mr. Kilgore stated to your correspondent 
this afternoon that the committee on enrolled 
bills generally took its time about sending bills 
to the president, there being no law requiring 
them to be sent immediately. Mr. Kilgore 
says bills are often held by his committee ten 
days or two weeks and that he would transmit 
this bill at his convenience ; it might be tomor- 
row or two or three days hence. 

It will, of course, be embarrassing for the 
president to either sign or Veto the bill before 
the Chinese government shall have acted upon 
the treaty they now have in hand and natu- 
rally it is the policy of the democrats in the 
house to delay the transmittal of the bill t@jhe 
white house as long as pessible in hopes that 
the Chinese government will have been heard 
from before the ten days which the president 
is allowed to hold the bill after it reaches him 
have expired, Tha action of the Chinese gov- 
ernment in regard to the treaty prepared by 
Secretary Bayard will have its effect on the 
president in regard to signing or vetoing the 
bill. Should he not hear from the Chinese 
government, which now seems probable, it is } 
generally believed he will sign the bill. If 
the Chinese reject the treaty the bill will also 
be signed, but in the event they accept it then 
it is believed the president will be- compelled 
to veto the bill.

It cannot, 
I should think, be repotted until just before 
the election, if that soon. One of the issues we 
made with the waysand means committee bill 
was that they refused to grant any public hear- 
ings. In the senate committee hearings are 
being given to all interests. We cannotrefuse’ 
to grant these hearings. Taking the applica- 
tions that are now on hand for hearings, I esti- 
mate that it will take four weeks to get through 
with them. This, ifno others come, would 
bring us pretty near to the election. There is 
no reason for congress to stay here.’’

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Political News and Notes—A Little War 
OClond. 

Lonpon, September 20.—Joseph Chamber 
lain, in his address at the conference of radical 
unionists at Bradford yesterday, positively ap- 
proved of the policy of the government as far 
as it had gone, and said that he was partly re- 
sponsible for it. He was prepared to defend 
and support that policy. He would not raise a 
finger to destroy the government, while the 
Giadstonian policy was the alternative. An 
alliance between conservatives and dissident 
liberais and a thorough entente prevailed. 
Mr Chamberlain advised dissidents to advance 
& constructive and feasible policy, but ifthey did 
not he would not sulk in his tent nor refuse to 
support the alliance. Dissidents and conserva 
tives must make mutual concessions. Mr. 
Chamberlain warned the conservatives against 
the policy of reaction. He said that he be- 
lieved that the alliance would result in the 


4 formation of a national party. 


An emeute occurred among the men in the 
transport commisariat located at Porte Bello 
barracks, Dublin, Sunday last. The men had 
become irritated at the harshness shown them 
by their officers, and after drill they made a rush 
upon the quarters occupied by Major Whitely 
and smashed the furniture and made a bonfire 
of the portrait of the major. They then marched 
in a body to the guardhouse and yielded to 
arrest without resistance. The leaders will be 
court-martialed. 

A breakfast was given in honor of Mr. 
Chamberlain by the radical unionists at Brad- 
ford this morning. In aspeech Mr. Chamber- 
lain said he did not see why Irishmen should 
not have local gov ernment, though experience 
showed that, whether in Dublin, New York or 
Boston, an Irish government was always inef- 
fective and corrupt. Once he had thought 
that liberals would reunite upon a feasible pol- 
icy, but now the chasm in the party was wid- 
ening. The alliance between liberal unionists 
and tories depended upon placing principles 
above party interest. The government con- 
sulted the wishes of the unionists instead of 
differing with them.

The only policy to which word ‘‘reactionary’’ 
could be applied was one which distributed 
the present alliance. 

Another riot bas occurred in Dublin barracks. 
A numberof men belonging to the ‘black 
watch” regiment quarreled over politics in 
“canteen’’ with some of the men of the Fifth 
dragoons. The two factions finally abandoned 
words for blows, and a desperate struggle en- 
sued, during which thirty men were wounded. 
Other troops were called upon to quell the dis- 
turbarce and the rioters were dispersed at the 
point of bayonets. The “black watch’’ regi- 
ment has been ordered to Beliast.

A GIGANTIC SWINDLE, 


A Clerk in a Real Estate Agency Gets Away 
With a Large Sum. 

New Yor«k, September 20.—A_ gigantic 
swindle has come to light. James Edward 
Bedell, real estate clerk for the law firm of 
Shipman, Barlow & Choate, at No. 35 Will- 
iam street, has, by a system of audacious 
swindling, robbed clients of his firm of hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. The precise 
amount of his peculation as far as known 
is $264,500. Bedell was a_ trusted em- 
ploye, in full charge of the firm’s 
real estate business. He forged bonds, mort- 
gages, register’s seal and all, and took the 
money himself and paid the interest on the 
false mortgages as they fell due. His swin- 
dles cover a period of five years. An accident 
led to his discovery and he is now under ar- 
rest, at police headquarters. To Inspector 
Byrnes he said that he had spent the money 
playing policy and at amateur farming. 

Bedell had risen step by step to the present 
poortses in which he was receiving a saiary of 
$7,500 a year. He was trusted implicitly. The 
discovery came about in this way: One of 
Bedell’s victims was going to Europe. In 
looking over his papers he came across a mort- 
gage. Asit did not appear to be right, he 
sent it tothe registers to have a new one put 
on. There was no record of it and suspicion 
was aroused. The firm was notified, but 
would not believe the truth until Bedell had 
confessed. Then he was arrested. Bedell 
said he spent a great portion of the money on 
his farm. He had also lost $120,000 at the 
place at 180 Broadway. 

The proprietors of the — wwere also ar- 
rested. Bedell was taken before a police jus- 
tice and held toawait further developments. 
The firm is responsible for the full amount of 
his depredations. Bedell lived in elegant 
style in Brooklyn, kept a retinue of liveried 
servauts and a West Chester county farm with 
blooded stock.

IT IS SPREADING. 


New Cases in Decatur and Jack- 
son Cause a Panic. 


THE SITUATION IS VERY GRAVE. 


Jacksonville's Death Roll is 15—Deaths from 
Fever in Louisville and Wildweed— 
The Feeling tn Different Cities. 


There is a report out on someof the railroads 
that there is an imported case of yellow fever 
in Atlanta. 

There is no truth whatever in this report. 
Not a single case has developed, or is in exist- 
ence here. 

The members of the board of health have 
pledged their honor, as gentlemen and as offi- 
cers, to give prompt news of any such case of 
sickness. The people may rely upon it abso- 
lutely that they will have full information at 
all times. 

The news from other parts of the country is 
grave. Thré® new cases have developed in 
Decatur, Ala., the telegraph office at that 
place has been abandoned, and the city is cut 
off from communication with the world. 

Press dispatches from Jackson, Miss., are to 
the effect that there are five cases of yellow 
fever in that city. Private advices state that 
there are ten. 

There were in New Orleans yesterday five 
cases of a malignant fever, which some claim 
to be yellow fever. 

With the situation in Decatur, five assured 
cases in Jackson, and the suspected cases in 
New Orleans, the prospect tor the Mississippi 
valley is a grave one. It will require all the 
vigilance of the officers to keep the disease 
within its limits. 


THE DAY IN JACKSONVILLE, 


Fifteen Deaths and One Hundred and 
Thirty-One New Cases. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., September 20.—[Spe- 
cial.]—The funeral of M. R. Bowden, late city 
editor of the Times-Union, took place from 
the residence of the family, the house of C. H. 
Jones, corner Adams and Pine streets, today 
at 2 o’clock. To show the utter demoralization 
ofthe city at present itmay be mentioned 
that only about five or six outside the family 
attended. Bowden has been extremely popu- 
lar and was widely known. 

Rev. Mr. Dodge officiated, assisted by Chap- 
lain Bellesario, of the Knights of Pythias. 

Bowden’s death was a surprise and shock to 
the community this morning.as it was to a few 
who learned the fact last night. Mr. Bowden 
was taken down with the fever last Saturday, 
had passed the crisis Sunday and was supposed 
to be rapidly improving until yesterday morn- 
ing, when a high temperature returned, fever 
attacking his brain. The immediate cause of 
his death was brain fever, although the pre- 
vailing epidemic was doubtless the original 
disorder leading up to that. 

Mr. Bowden or ‘‘Tat’’ as generally called 
about town, was well and favorable known as 
a@ newspaper man in this city. He was born in 
South Carolina but came to Jacksonville when 
15 years of age and has been engaged in news 
paper work here in some capacity almost con- 
stantly. He began at the case, was connected 
later with several newspaper enterprises, was on 
the city staff of the old Union at the time of its 
absorption by the Times, and followed the for- 
tunes of the Times-Union thence forward. He 
was a hard worker, had a keen scent for news 
and was deservedly popular with the business 
community as well as with everybody with 
whom he came in contact. 

He chose to stay here and face the epidemic- 
even under the pressure of enticing offers 
elsewhere. About a month ago, just as his 
family was or the point of starting for New 
York, one of the children was taken sick. 
This was but the beginning of the siege of 
sickness which has included ten different in- 
matesof Mr. Bowden’s home. Care, anxiety 
and loss of sleep had rendered him extremely 
nervous, and when the fever attacked him, 
last of all, he was in no condition, either 
physically or mentally, to withstand its 
ravages. About a week ago, just prior to his 
illness, he voluntarily resigned his position 
upon the Times-Union and was, it is said, to 
have embarked in a new enterprise at the 
opening of the winter season. 

Mr. Bowden was a member of the Knights 
of Pythias, and of the Knights of Honor, ‘both 
of which. organizations have done much to 
lighten his burden of care during the past 
month. He leaves a widow and five children, 
the oldest ten years old and the youngest only 
a year, besides one brother, J. E. T. Bowden, 
of this city, at Hendersonville, N. C., at pres- 
ent. Had he lived until the seventeenth day 
of October next he would have been thirty- 
four years old. The heartfelt sympathy of the 
whole community will go out to the bereaved 
ones and the late associates of Mr. Bowden in

THE SITUATION IN HENDERSONVILLE 


The Constitution’s Columbia Correspondent 
on the Scene— Movement of Kefugees. 

HENDERSONVILLE, N. C., September 20, 
[Special.]—So many startling and exagger 
ated reports have been telegraphed all over 
the country about the yellow fever refugees in 
this place and Asheville that your correspond- 
ent came to Hendersonville today to investi- 
gate the matter and he has also ascertained 
the true condition of affairs in Asheville. 

The residents of thesetwo mountain towns 
are exceedingly angry. They are both sum- 
mer resorts and Asheville also entertains 
many winter visitors. Both places are in the 
heart ef the mountains, twenty-three hundred 
feet above the sea. These towns claim that 
their business has been greatly injured and 
travel turned from them by sensational aad 
false reports telegraphed yorth apd weét. 

The facts in the ease are thaton September 
13th, a refugee train containing 207 persons 
arrived in Hendersonvillefrom Jacksonville, 
only fifteen being negroes It was met by 
committee and 25 car and in 45 minutes 
every refugee was quartered in the best hotels 
and boarding houses In the town. There were 
five cases of fever on the train, and five more 
developed that day, arid these are the only 
cases that have developed even among the 
refugees. There has been two deaths, six dis- 
charged from the hospital and two progressing 
favorably. 

There is not a tent in the 
town. There were no paupers among the refa- 
gees and the town ts put to no expense. Eighty- 
five per cent are well off, and these pay for 
those who cannot pay their way. They have 
refused money tendered by this town. 

It has been reported, that on account of the 
panic, Hendersonville is depopulated. Ass 
matter of fact no resident has left the town, 
and only a few summer visitors. The health 
of the place is excellent, and there is no possi-* 
bility of the fever spreading. A case of hear& — 
disease in Asheville has been worked into s 
case of yellow fever; but there is none there; 
never has been, and in that city, which is in 
the shadow of Mount Mitchell, it is, of coupse, 
impossible for yellow fever to exist,

20 A 
portion of the bridge over the Ogeechee was 
washed away; and two or more trestles be- 
tween the river and Warrenton met a similar 
fate. Besides all this there were numerous 
minor washouts. The passenger train was 
caught between two destroyed trestles be- 
tween Mayfield and Warrenton. It,is report- 
ed that the railroad authorities are taking no 
immediate steps to repair the damage and re- 
store railroad communication—a statement 
which seems incredible. At the reported rate 
of progress the road will be reopened for travel 
some little time before Christmas. 
The loss to the county in the way of bridges 
is very heavy. Information has been received 
of the loss of Harris’s, Long’s, McCook and 
Gulver’s bridges. Full returns will no doubt in- 
crease the list. The loss of gin and fish pond 
dams and of plantation bridges is greater than 
was ever known before. W. W. Steven's gin 
house on the Ogeechee was washed away, to- 
gether with hisshops, and his mill, which had 
stood the floods of sixty years, was turned half 
around. Culver’s milldam was broken and 
the mill badly damaged. Harris’s mill is re- 
ported to have been damaged. The water was 
several feet decpinthe second story of Mr. 
William Stevens’s mill. 
Large quantities of low-ground corn and cot- 
ton have been ruined. In some places these 
crops have been sixteen feet under water. It 
is impossible to give all the details of destruc- 
tion in this direction. The cotton crop, gener- 
ally, has been seriously damaged. Cotton that 
was open was beaten out, aud thousands of the 
bolls which were cracked wil] rot. It is 
impossible to tell, just yet, what will be the 
extent of the damage; but the conjecture of 
some places it as high as thirty per cent. Al- 
togetber the outlook is discouraging.

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~ STUDYING GERMS 


Dr. Sternberg’s Researches for 
Yellow Fever Microbes. 


An Interesting Paper Read Before the Physi- 
clans at Washington—Researches of 
Different Doctors.

W asninatox, September 20.—Major G. M: 


an important paper this afternoon before the 
Association of American Physicians and Sur- 
geons upon “Recent investigations relating to 
the etiology of yellow fever.” 

There have been several different claimants 
for the honor of having discovered yellow 
fever germ, but, according to Dr. Sternberg, 
none of these claims are well founded. He 
exhibited to the association the cultivations of 

4 of Dr. Domingos Freire of Brazil, Dr. 
Carios Tinlay of Havana, and of Dr. Paul 
Gibier of France. 

The last named physician was commissioned 
by the French government to study yellow 
fever and had already been in Havana for 
several months when, in May last, Dr. Stern- 
berg arrived in that city in. compliance with 
instructions from the president, to continue 
the investigation commenced last year in 
Brazil and in Mexico. 

Through the courtesy of the Spanish army 
eurgeous in the military hospital in Havana, 
Dr. Sternberg was able to obtain as many au- 
topsies as he required and made a careful 
search of the blood and various organs of the 
body with reference to the presence of germs. 
Hie did not encounter in a single case, he said, 
the microbe which Dr. Domingos Freire has 
éescribed and with which he professes to prac- 
tice protective inoculation, He has, however, 
encountered this micrococcus in cultures made 
from the surface of the body and believes its 
presence in Dr. Freire’s blood cultures from 
the finger to have been quite accidental and 
without special significance, 

Having proved by his mucroscopical re- 


searches and culture experiments that there is _ 


no specific germ in the blood of yellow fever 
patients, Dr, Sternberg turned his attention to 
the alimentary canal, thinking it not improba- 
ble that the specific germ of the disease might 
be located there, as is the case in cholera. 

As was to have been expected, he encoun- 
tored a variety of micro organisms in this situ- 
ation, some of which were apparently unde- 
acribed specific, and, therefore, possibly yellow 
fever germs. Among these isthe bacillus of 
Dr. Pau) Gibier, which was found in three out 
of ten cases. Dr. Sternberg is of the 
opinion that Dr. Gibier has not 
as yet given any satisfactory 
proof that this is verably the yellow fever 
germ, and further researches are required in 
order to determine important questions relat- 
ing to the cause and prevention of this disease, 

Dr. Sternberg has himself discovered several 
new micro organisms, and it is possible that 
one or the other of these is the deadly microbe, 
which he has so long been in search of, but he 
said he was notat present in a position to 
make a definite claim with reference to any 
one of them. Some of these germs were ex- 
hibited to the association, and Dr. Sternberg 
stated that since his return from Havana, he 
had been continuously engaged in the study of 
these various microbes, and that the material 
which he had brought with him would fully 
occupy lis time for some months to come.

The Duty on Bagging. 
Wasnirnaton, September 20.—Secretary 
Fairchild has informed a merchant of Savan- 
nah, Ga., that inasmuch as ordinary jute bag- 
ging manufactured in this country, exported 
as a covering of cotton in bale and returned as 
second hand bagging would probably fail when 
80 returned to be in the same, or even substan- 
tially the same condition as when exported, 
such bagging could not be exempt from duty 
under the only provision in the free list (T. L. 
619), applicable to articles of growth, produce 
and manufacture of the United States, other 
than casks, barrels, carboys, bags and other 
Vessels. 
The secretary adds, however, that any waste 
bagging to be used in making, and fit only to 
converted into paper, and unfit for any 
other manufacture, is free under provision 
(T. I. 754) for paper stock. He also says that 
bagging for cotton not coming under any of the 
above cited provisions is subject to a duty of 
14 cents per pound, if valued at 7 cents or less 
“per square . and tea duty of 3 cents per 
bound if valued at over 7 cents per square yard 
(T. I. 343.)

North Carolina Shuts Her Doors. 
RaLeion, N.C,, September 20.—[{Special.]— 


North Carolina will close her doors to refugees | 


from the fever infected places in Florida. The 
state board of health has taken action, disap- 
proving of the influx of Florida people into the 
state, and has advised Governor Seals that, in 
the light of recent events, it is ‘extremely ill 
advisable to permit it. 

Dr. Thomas C. Wood, executive officer of 
the state board of health, has communicated 
with Surgeon-General Hamilton, notifying 
him not to send refugees to any point in North 
Carolina, unless they can be sent into camp§ 
and a most rigid sanitary supervision be ob- 
served around the camp. Dr. Wood calls 
General Hamilton’s attention to Henderson 
ville as a point in view and as illustrating the 
danger oi sending people by the train loads in 
North Carolina. A great many of the refugees 
broke their parole and scattered to various 
points, menacing Wilmington, Charleston and 
Norfolk, and in view of this fact the board 
takes the action stated. The towns of Hikcory 
and Newton having invited refugees to come 
into those places, Dr. Wood has communicated 
with the authorities at both points advising 
against such steps unless a camp can be estab- 
lished and strict quarantine maintained. 

A Death in Louisville, 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., September 20.--Moses New- 
berger, a Polish Jew, arrived hare with his fam- 
ily from Decatur, Ala., on Tuesday afternoon 
and died of yellow fever at Eighth and Jefferson 
streets at 10 o’clock yesterday morning. New- 
berger was a tailor, thirty-one years old, and 
lived until a few days ago in a small cottage in 
one of the low districts of Decatur. His wife 
and the woman who accompanied them here 
say that they have been nowhere but at Deca- 
tur except on their journey, which was direct 
to the city, where Newberger expected to en- 
gage in business. Arriving here they took 
rooms at Eighth and Jefferson and Newberger 
atonce became violently ill. The physician 
being summoned, he discovered the nature of 
the disease and the health officer was notified. 
The man being too ill to be removed to the 
hospital, he was allowed to remain until his 
death. His family was at once removed to an 
isolated cottage outside the city, and their 
clothing and bedding destroyed. The health 
officers say there is absolutely no danger of any 
spread of the disease. 

Not Yellow Fever, 

Wiimrncton, N. C., September 20-—-A case 
of yellow fever reported from the neighbor- 
hood of Burgaw, N.C.,on the Weldon rail- 
way, was promptly investigated by Dr. W. J. 
Love, the expert of thestate board of health, 
and found to be hemorrichage fever without a 
sign of yellow fever. The man lived twelve 
miles from the railroad and had not been near 
any possible sources of infection. 

Chattanooga's Attitude. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., September 20.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Reports from Decatur, Ala., today are 
to the effect that three new cases of yellow 
fever have broken out at that place and one 
death has occurred. The people are wild with 
excitement, and are fleeing in every direction, 
Nearly all the busmess houses have been 
closed, even to the drug stores. The office of 
the Southern Express company has been 
ordered closed. Chattanooga has enforced the 
most rigid quarantine against Decatur, ever 
since Spencer died at that point last week. No 
persons from any of the infected districss are 
allowed to enter the city. 

New Orleans Quarantincs. 

New Orveans, La., September 20.—The 
board of health tonight established a quaran- 
tine against Jackson, Miss.,by river and rail, to 
take effect at once. 


THE SiTUATION IN ALABAMA. 


Two New Cases at Decatur and Two Deaths 
of Decatur Refugees. 

MontTaomery. Ala., September 20.—[{Spe- 
cial.|—The yellow fever excitement in Ala- 
bama received fresh food andanew impetus 
today. Considerable excitement was caused 
by the announcement of two deaths from yel- 
low fever, one at Louisville, Ky., and another 
at Wildwood, Tenn,, and both refugees from 
Decatur, Ala., but the alarm was intensified 
by the following telegram from Dr. Jerome 
Cochran, state health officer of Alabama, who 
has been in Decatur since the death of A. D. 
Spencer: 

To Dr. Jno. B. Gaston, president of the Montgom. 
ery board of health: TWo of the persons exposed to 
the Spencer case are now sick, one of them badly, 
I tried to get this off last night, but found the tele- 
graph office closed. ([Signed.] 

JEROME COCHRAN, M. D. - 

Immediately on receipt of the above tele- 
gram, the board of health held a meeting and 
revoked the recommendation of yesterday to 
lift the quarintine against Decatur, and went 
further to advise the mayor and city authori- 
ties here to keep the quarantine on and enforce 
the regulations more rigidly than before if pos- 
sible. 

The city authorities have put on an extra force 
of inspectors, and will spare no effort to keep 
out all persons and baggage from Decatur. 
Mayor Reese promptly telegraphed General 
Manager Harahan, of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railway, notifying him that no trains that 
are allowed to stop at Decatur will be permit- 
ted to enter the city of Montgomery. Itis the 
opinion of the physicians here that the two 
new cases in Decatur are genuine yellow fever 
and that the railroad operator, Kibbey, who 
died there several days ago, was also a victim 
to the terrible disease. - 

Exaggerated reports have placed the num- 
ber of new cases in Decatur today at ten, but 
Dr. Cochran says officially that there are only 
two suspicious cases. It is reported here that 
the panic at Decatur has redoubled today, and 
that the terrified peopie are leaving the town 
through every avenue of escape. 

From Birmingham, 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., September 20.—({Spe- 
cial.}—All sorts of rumors are current here 
tonight about yellow fever at Decatur, Ala. 
It was reported here this afternoon that ten 
cases of fever had broken out there, and ‘before 
the news could be confirmed the Western 
Union telegraph office at that place wasclosed, 
and all communication cut off. It is said that 
all the stores there are closed, and the people 
are leaving by hundreds. Ali efforts to get 
telegrams to or from Decatur have failed up to 
this hour, 9:30, and much uneasiness is felt. 
While the rumors lack official confirmation, 
there is little doubt of the yellow fever or some 
suspicious disease, which has caused great 
alarm. Nothing has been received from the 
newspaper correspondents there, and it is 
thought they have left town. C. J. Dickin- 
son, of this city, who has been a red cross 
nurse In New Orleans, offers to goat once to 
Jacksonville, and carry four other skilled 
nurses, if they are needed.

No Fever in Washington. 

WasHineton, September 20.—Persistent 
rumors have been in circulation today, alleg- 
ing the existence of a case of yellow fever in this 
city, the location given being Defrees street, a 
notoriously unhealthy block. Dr. Townshend, 
health officer of this district, said tonight to an 
associated press reporter that he had not heard 
of any case of yellow fever here, and for that 
reason he did not believe the rumor to be 
true, as he would certainly have been 
informed of it. A large number of people are 
arriving daily from Florida, and many of them 
are stopping bere, but each person arriving is 
located by the 2 ge ofticer, so that they 
might be watched. Whenever any of them 
were taken ill he [Dr. Townshend] imme- 
diately made it his duty to investigate the 
character of their sickness. There had been 
several cases suspiciously like yellow fever, 
but not a single well efined case. 
Two refugees from Florida were 
living on Defrees street, and _— this 
he said, may have given rise to the report. 
The doctor said, however, that he would not 
be surprised at any time, to hear of a case of 
yellow fever here, but that there was no need 
to feel alarmed on that account. The health 
office was well ableto take care of any case 
that might occur, and to prevent its becoming 
general. Thecity, furthermore, was in fine 
sanitary condition, the recent heavy rains hav- 
ing thoroughly washed out the sewers and 
cleaned the streets. It was, he added, too late 
in the year for yellow fever to obtain a foot- 
hold in this locality. 

No Fever in Texas. 


WASHINGTON, September 20—The follow- 
ing dispatch has been received from the editor 
of the Galveston News: 

GALVESTON, Texas, September 20.—The ru- 
mors current regarding the existence of yellow 
fever in Galveston are altogether without 
warrant. There isno sickness here whatever, 
the city being remarkably healthy. Nota 
case of fever has existed here this season, the 
Galveston health board and the state health 
office certifying to this facts. Reports sent out 
to the contrary are senseless rumors without 
even a shadow for their foundation.

A Prominent Physician§ Suicides—Death of 
a Centenarian. 

Raeies, N. C., September 20.—[Special.] 
An exciting trial began at Goldsboro today. 
It is that of Bud Anderson, who killed Wil- 
liam Porter July 13th. A great deal of inter- 
est is manifested by everybody. The killing 
was done in the presence of a large number of 
witnesses. It is said a plea of insanity will 
be made in behalf of the prisoner, but it will 
probably not suffice to save Anderson from 
the gallows. The murder was committed at a 
barbecue stall kept by Porter and grew out of 
a dispute about a piece of meat. 

A singular death occurred in Gates county 
yesterday, Ben Ganting, colored, carelessly 
struck a match on his pistol to light a cigar, 
The pistol was fired, the ball passing through 
his body, killing him instantly. 

Dr. Campbell, of Jonesboro, yesterday com- 
mitted suicide. His health and mind had 
been failing for a year, and it was during tem- 
porary aberration that he took his life. He 
was visiting his brother near by, and after eat- 
ing a hearty breakfast, went into the yard and 
deliberately cut his throat with a pocket knife. 
He was a prominent physician and a highly 
esteemed citizen of the county. 

Isaac’? Pebles, of Guilford county, died ves- 
terday aged 109 years. His age is perfectly 
authenticated.

IN A MANIAC’S GRIP. 
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Thrilling Experience of 
Groose and her Child. 


Tee Lunatic Held the Woman Out of a Win- 
dow by Her Feet While an Excited Crowd 
Gazed in Terror at the Scene. 


From the New York Star. 

A thrilling scene was witnessed in Newark, 
N. J., Saturday night, by pedestrians who were 
passing along Springfield avenue shortly after 
10 o’clock. Frim the third story window of 
No. 83 the figure of a woman was suspeaded, 
head down, holding in her arms an infant of a 
few months. 

In the window overhead and clinging with 
® tenacious grip to the limbs of the woman, 
stood a young man in his shirt sleeves, his face 
and general apppearance indicative of the 
wildest fury. Scream after scream came from 
the lips of the woman, hanging in such deadly 
peril of ber life, and in a moment a dense 
throng of excited spectators were congregated 
below. 

A number of men made their way up the 
Stairs leading to the third floor and entered the 
room. The man at the window paid no atten- 
tion to the intruders, but appeared to take the 
most fiendish delight in listening to the pierc- 
ing cries of the woman whose life he held in 
his hands. As if by preconcerted arrange- 
ment two of the reseuers cautiously ap- 
proached the window, and when directly be- 
hind the maniac cleverly clutched the feet of 
the woman as they dangled from the window 
and called to her to have courage. At the same 
moment five men sprang upon the man. He 
was speedily overpowered and securely bound, 
and then, with the utmost care, the almost ex- 
hausted woman was drawp in safety within 
the window. 

The child, to which she had clung, was taken 
from her arms when within reach of the eager 
hands stretched forth to save it. The unhappy 
wife and mother was tenderly carried to a sofa 
where she fell in a dead faint. 

Dr. Lehlbach,of Washington street, was sum- 
moned and restoratives were applied. When 
she had sufficiently recovered she stated that 
the man who attemptcd to take her life and 
the life of her child was her husband, Max 
Groose, a German jeweler, 29 years of age. 
For several days he seemed to be unnaturally 
irritable, and, contrary to his customary habits, 
had treated her with great cruelty. She did 
not suspect that his mind was affected until 
last night, when in a fury over some unknown 
matter he suddenly seized the child from its 
crib and rushed for the window, with the evi- 
dent intention of throwing it to the sidewalk 
below. Mrs. Groose, who is a delicate woman 
of 24, {yee after her husband, and with a 
strength born of despair, succeeded in tearing 
the babe from his arms. Then the lunatic 
turned upon her and forced her through the 
window and into the horrible position from 
which she was happily rescued. 

Dr. Lehibach went to police headquarters 
and asked for the seenovel of Groose. Chief 
Hopper sent Ofticers Schmidt and Pikerel to 
the house with the reserve wagon, and a half- 
hour later the crazed man was behind prison 
bars atthe First precinct stationhouse. On 
Tuesday he will be taken to the insane asylum 
on South Orange avenue. Dr. Lehlbach fears 
that the shock sustained by her terrible expe- 
rience may drive the hapless wife insane.

MORMONS MOVING 


To Mexico to Establish a New Zion. 
New York, September 20.—It is now near! 
two years since the first hint began to roach 
the public ear concerning the extensive move- 
ment of the wealthy leaders of the Mormon 
church for the establishment of a new Zion in 
old Mexico. The story has been both aftirmed 
andsenied several times within that interval, 
but in the meantime the purchase of land in 
Mexico has been going steadily forward, and 
reports have come from Salt Lake of the de- 
parture, one after another, of prominent Mor- 
mon families to take up settlement in the new 
region. In achat here yesterday with S. B. 
Aldrich, a business man of Salt Lake, who has 
been in New York purchasing goods, he said, 

among other things: 

**The fear of Mormon persecution and ven- 
geance is altogether dying out in Utah. The 
wealth of the land has induced a steady stream 
of emigration from sturdy and reliable eastern 
communities. The younger sons of New Eng- 
land and middle state farmers have come 
among us in large numbers, and the Gentile 
population has grown so strong that the Mor- 
mons are being pushed to the wall in every di- 
rection. There fs no question whatever about 
this movement toward old Mexico, 
although they have attempted to 
keep it the profoundest secret. 
The purchases there have been conducted 
through John W. Young, who is a son of old 

irigham Young, and George Q. Cannon, who 
was formerly a representative in congress, is 
an elder of the church, and is wanted at Salt 
Lake for the violation of the Edmunds anti- 
polygamy law. John W. Young makes his 
headquarters in New York city for the most 
part, where he bas been carrying on extensive 
financial operations, with the capital of the 
Mormon church at his back. They have 
been building railroads and conducting land 
speculations, and have established a bank- 
ing and commercial agency in New York 
City under cover of the names of a number of 
eastern men, who appear to be willing to make 
money out of the Mormon church as well as 
in other directions. The territory they have 
secured for the new occupation of the latter- 
day saints isin the land of the Zuni Indians. 
They have purchased outright about four 
million acres of land, and have secured a gov- 
ernment concession for the improvement and 
working of abaut ten million acres of timber 
and mining land. Cannon is already a 
fugitive from justice, and just before I 
left Salt Lake it was whispered around 
that his wives had received a message from 
him to join him at some point in the southwest 
and go down with him to Mexico. The au- 
thorities were informed about the matter, but 
are perfectly willing that Cannon should leave 


| the country for the country’s good, if he pre- 


fers that to taking his chances with the law at 
Salt Lake. It is now understood in Utah that 
the church is operating on a definite plan to 
gradually remove all the faithful to Mexico. 
The allotment of families who are to 
7 is made at the president’s house. 
The names of all the male members 
of the church are thrown together in a box 
and then drawn out. Every tenth is marked 
for departure to Mexico,and after the drawin 
has taken place every tenth man is notified, 
and given a certain length of time in which to 
dispose of his worldly possessions and take his 
departure. If he owns property he is required 
to se}]l it out at once. There is a pretty fair 
demand for property in Utah from the incom- 
ing Gentile tide, and, asa rule, the properties 
are sold to Gentiles. If it is found impossible, 
however, to unload in this way, the 
church orders an appraisal, and takes it 
off the man’s hands, so that he can proceed 
to the new territory unhampered by any pos- 
sessions in Utah.

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The Progress of the Campaign. 

The New York Sun, which is inclined to 
take a pessimistic view of Colonel Calvin 
Brice’s campaign tactics, says that there is 
a tendency at democratic headquarters to 
catch rainbows. The Sun is one of the 
brightest newspapersin the country, but, 
like the effulgent orb from which it takes 
its name, is troubled with an occasional 
spot, the result of some interior cyclonic 
disturbance.

Under these ecircum- 
stances every southerner felt bound to de- 
fend his home and fireside, and rather than 
run the risk of a servile revolution, the 
south became solidly pro-slavery, and pro- 
ceeded to guard her peculiar institution with 
jealous care. 

The vexed question of slavery would have 
been satisfactorily settled by the slave 
owners without going to war if they had 
been let alone. It was the interference of 
outside reformers and enemies with the pri- 
vate affairs and property rights of south- 
erncrs that caused all the trouble.

Herz ARE sOmE interesting facts about 
yellow fever, condensed from a chapter on the 
subject by the late Dr. Austin Flint. The dis- 
ease is not contagious. It is common for it to 
attack persons in a city who have not been 
near it. Epidemics run a certain course and 
abruptly end. An epidemic rarely lasts srt 
than sixty or seventy duys. One or two har 
frosts always stop it. In 1805 a Spaniard, with 
his children and fifty slaves, made a test case 
by sleeping in beds in a yellow fever hospital 
in which many patients had died. Not one of 
the party suffered any harm, and the experi- 
ment convinced physicians that théMever was 
not contagious. The disease is transported 
mainly in clothing and merchandise. A 
quarantine to be eflicient must be against mer- 
chandise and baggage. There is no danger of 
the disease being carried by the living body 
after disinfection of the wearing apparel or by 
the bodies of the dead. These facts are from 
one of the highest authorities in the medical 
world, and they will not be disputed except, 
perhaps, by a very few.

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LOCKED IN A SAFE, 


Desperate Predicament of a Philadelphia 
Man. 
From the Globe-Democrat, 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., September 14.—Joseph 
Cannon, a young bartender, is locked up in tae 
big safe at the new building of the Keystone 
Natioral bank, at Janiper and Chestnut 
streets. The big iron doors of the safe swung 
tightly closed at 5:30 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon and shut — in, and there he yet re- 
mains, in spite of all efforts to get him out. 
Peter Mcfiillian is the son of the pro- 
prictor of the tavern where Cannon 
works, and he and Cannon, during a 
lull in trade about. 5:30 yesterday afternoon, 
thought they would-make an inspection of the 
interior architecture of the big bank building. 
The workmen had got through with their 
day’s work, and Farrel’s men had just fin- 
ished setting the great safe in the masonry at 
the rear of the bank. ‘Lhe lads were.-greatly 
imterested in the opened safe and explored its 
interior. Jose was inside the safe, when 
Peter, as he safs, slowly swung the heavy door 
to, using only his left hand. It shut and dis- 
closed to Peter a solid, smooth surface of iron. 
There was no knoh, ner handie, nor anything 
which he could grip toopen the door. His 
comrade was ee up, and he was powerless 
to get him out. 

Frightened neatly out of his wits, the boy 
rashed over to his father’s tavern, and between 
his gasps for breath, managed to say: ‘‘Joo is 
in the safe.”’ 

‘Joe is where ?”’ 

‘‘He is in the safe; Joe will die. He is in 
the safe!” cried the boy, as the tearscame into 
his eyes, and then the father gave attention to 
the story and learned the truth. 

Both hurried back to-the bank building, and 
found the watchman. The latter knew noth- 
ing about safes and their doors,and Mr. Mc- 
Gillian, who now realized the desperate condi- 
tion of affairs,hurried down to the police patrol 
house at Sanson street for help. Sergeant 
Woods, marshalling all his men, marched up 
to the bank, not knowing whether Cannon had 
been amothered or not. The next thing to be 
done was to force the door. By this time tho 
neighborhood had been’ aroused, and 
twenty pairs of willing hands were ready to give 
assistance. The lock of the safe had not yet 
been put into place, and there was no way of 
opening it by the ordinary means, although it 
was deemed best to send for Cashier Marsh. 
The smallest cold chisel that could be found 
was placed at the crack and forced a little bit 
in with a small hammer. Gradually, but 
slowly the wedge was driven until it was 
level withe the door. The same  opera- 
tion was continued in five places 
until the door’ had sprung just 
enough to make a small space between the 
door and the body of thesafe. Everybody 
worked with a will and as rapidly as mind 
could suggest and muscle execute. The vol- 
unteers felt that it was a matter of life or 
death to give Cannon fresiair. Three stout 
crowbars were secured promptly and the 
points inserted in the slight opening created by 
the chisels. Six strong men tugged away at 
the bars with might and main, but the door 
did not budge. At midnight tonight two 
inches headway had been made, and through 
this aperture the prisoner was given fresh air 
and soup, the soup being passed in through a 
straw. The manufacturer of the safe was 
called in, but could do nothing. The safe is 
not locked, but caught in some way and can 
not possibly be opened, Workmen are now 
drilling at the door, but it will be noon tomor- 
row before Joseph is out of his iron jail.

CONTRACTOR PRICE DEAD. 


Columbus Hatton’s Spade Ends the Life of 
the Contractor, 

Contractor Price, whose skull Columbus 
Hatton split open with|a hoe about two weeks 
ago, died last night at his residence, on Frazier 
streest 

Hatton is still at large. 

Mr. Price, it will be remembered, was hand- 
ling a squad of hands at the new capitol build- 
ing, and in the squad was Hatton. Hatton 
wag not only a powerful negro, but an unruly 
and impertinent one. He had given Mr. Price 
considerable trouble, but was retained, as he 
wasa goodhand. About the 5th of the month 
the contractor ordered Hatton to do a piece of 
work, but the negro paid no attention to the 
order. Mr. Price repeated the order, and as 
he did so the negro picked up a 
hoe with which he was work- 
ing and struck the gentloman over the 
head. Tho lick was given with the negro’s 
full strength, the weapon was a deadly one 
and the wound a horrible one to look at. Mr. 
Price sank to the ground and Hatton, realiz- 
ing what he had done, dropped the hoe and 
disappeared. The assault was in the presence 
of a large crowd of laborers, but they were all 
so astonished and horrified that they allowed 
Hatton to make good his escape. 

After Hatton had gone the laborers turned 
their attention to the wounded man. He was 
made as comfortable as possible and a physi- 
cian sent for. Dr. O’Brien responded to the 
call and at a glance realized that Mr. Price’s 
injuries were extremely dangerous. He did 
all that could be done and accompanied his 

atient home. Since then Dr. O’Brien has 
een constant and unremitting in his atten- 
tion, but all his skill wasof noavail. Mr. 
Price suffe:ed intensely until the end came at 
12 o’clock last night. Immediately after Mr. 
Price’s death, Coroner Haynes was notified 
and will hold an inquest this morning. Mr. 
Price leaves two small children. 

Hatton made a good escape, as nothing has 
been heard of him since.

Celebrated at DeCive’s Last 
Evening. 


An Interesting Programme Well Carried 
Out—Dr. McDonald Compares Ireland 
of Today With Forty Years Ago. 


A goodly number of ladies and gentlemen 
met last evening to witness the celebration of 
Emmet’s Day by the Irish-American associa- 
tion of this city. DeGive’s was comfortably 
filled, and the evening passed off saioothly and 
pleasantly. 

Beginning promptly at 8 o’clock the follow- 
ing programme was rendered :

President O’Keefe expressed his apprecia- 
tion of the large attendance, andina few 
appropriately chosen words, introduced Mr.

“I have,’ said Mr, Corrigan, “an explana- 
tion to make before proceeding to the pleasant 
task assigned me. Due more to the patriotism 
of Mr. Dowthanto any other one cause is 
this celebration of Emmet’s day. Heit was 
that brought me the original request to pay a 
tribute to Emmet’s memory as partof the 
celebration of Emmett’s day. Without inquir- 
ing into the matter I naturally supposed that 
Emmet’s day was the anniversary of Em- 
met’s birth, but with an _  Irishman’s 
peculiar knack of getting cg 
upside down, my fellow countryman ha 
actually made preparations to celebrate, not 
the birthday, but the death day, of the hero 
martyr. Assoon as I discovered this, I ex-

plained that my speech was already fixed, and > 


founded upon the supposition that the 20th of 
September was Emmet’s birthday. §‘Oh,’ 
said Brother Dow, ‘I’ll tell you how to fix 
that.’ I knew what a happy faculty he had of 
getting out of things—even political parties, so 
I asked him ‘how?’ ‘Oh,’ said he, ‘just speak 
that same speech, and then tell ’em all that he 
hassince died.’ Itreminded me of an old Irish 
story. An Irish banker finished writing a let- 
ter one day at his desk, and dropped dead, 
leaving the letteropen and unfolded. His 
Iristy clerk saw the letter, and added this post- 
script, ‘Dear sister, I have since died.’ 

Then addressing himself directly to his task, 
Mr. Corrigan paid a rare tribute to the life and 
character of Emmet. ° 

‘*Kathleen Mavourneen,” always beautiful, 
was never sung betterthan it was last evening. 
Mrs. Dow’s was one of the most pleasant feat- 
ures of the programme, and her rendition of 
this famous old Irish song was enthusiastically 
applauded, ‘‘Wearing of the Green” was 
sung in response to the encore. 

Mr. Eugene Hardeman followed in Tom 
Moore’s tribute to Emmet’’s love, ‘‘She is Far 
From the Land Where her ree,” Hero 
Sleeps,” and ‘‘Lakes of Killarney.’’ Nebody 
else can sing those songs as well as Irishmen 
do, and few Irishmen cao sing them as well as 
Mr. Hardeman did, 

The welcome to Dr. McDonald, by, Hon. 
James F. O’ Neil, was appropriately conceived 
and eloquently expressed. 

“Tremember,” said Dr. McDonald, ‘‘the 
night I left old Ireland for the first time—one 
cold December night in 1848. That was the 
year made memorable by that final and disas- 
trous effort ef the young [rish party, and the 
trial of John Mitchell and his compatriots. I 
left the old country with bitterness and hatred 
in my heart. I felt that if I should live to 
rear sons to youth and manhood, I would teach 
them whenever and wherever they found the 
flag of England to strike it down. That was 
boyish enthusiasm maybe, but after 
forty years of mature delibera- 
tion, my heart is stillthe same. So it has 
been with Irishmen since 1120, the only Eng 
lishman that was ever pope gave Ireland as a 
gift to the English king. England has ruled 
it now for seven hundred years, and in all time 
her policy has been embodied in that one word 
—eoercion. Evenin religion has this been se. 
By way of variety we tind, under Good Queen 
Bess and under Cromwell, a policyof depopu- 
lating the country. While in London I heard 
an Englishman talking about ‘this everlasting 
Irish question.’ Finally I said to him, ‘I’ll 
tell you a way in which all that could be 
settled.’ ‘How’s that ?’ he _ asked. 
‘Just kill them out,’ I guggested, 
‘men, women and children, Depopulate 
the county.’ He didn’t see any joke about it at 
all, butanswered in his deliberate Engligh 
fashion: ‘Ah,no. Idon’t think that would 
do. The world wouldn’t sustain us, you 
know.’ But, call it by another name, if you 
wilil,depoputation has been England’s policy for 
long, longtime. For example, at the begin- 
ning of °45,one of the most horrible of the 
famine years, the population of Ireland was 
eight and a half millions, and in ’51 it was two 
and a half millions less, and at the lowest cal- 
culation one anda half miilions of that two 
and a half millions died of 
starvation. 1546 was another famine year. 
People starved, and yet the corn crop of that 
year in Ireland was extraordinarily large. 
American ships went into Irish harbors loaded 
with Indian corn and yellow meal, sent over 
from the United States. and met British ships 
leaving with Irish corn. To where there was 
ene ship came over with corn six and seven 
carried cornaway. That’s why people starved. 
Thatsame year London subscribed $500,000 
for the sufferers, and 41,000,000 towards 
beautifying Battersea park in London. 
As usual, suffering was met by a new coercion 
bill, and a coercion billin Ireland means no 
habeas corpus, and the life and liberty of the 
Irish tenant in the hands of the landlord. It 
is a fact that 749 proprietors owp estates, each 
comprising upward of 5,000 acres, and aggre- 
gating half the acreage of the entire country. 
Those same estates were given,in times gone 
by, as bribes to traitors. Then look, 
too, how every industry in_ Ireland 
that rivalled a similar industry 
in Englard has been legislated out of existence 
until manufacturing was impossible in Ireland. 
Ireland is necessarily an agricultural country, 
and fifty per cent of those landlords are ab- 
sentees, or people that do not livein Ireland. 
They do nothing but live in luxury upon their 
magnificent incomes, leaving the management 
of the estates in the hands of middle men and 
bailiffs. Home ruleis the only salvation for 
Ireland. 

From 1782 to 1800 there was an Irish parlia- 
ment—a parliament in which four-fiftlis of the 
entire populatton, the Catholics, were denied 
representation; and yet those eighteen years 
are the proudest and most prosperous in mod- 
ern Irish history. All that was ended when 
that [rish parliament was bribed into the act 
of union. The Irish in parliament are ina 
hopeless minority. They can carry no meas- 
ure, and justice demands that they 
have a legislature of their own. Ire- 
land istoo near England to hope for total 
separation. This talk abeut the Catholics— 
about Ireland being turned over to the 
priests, is all wrong, and J despise and spit 
upon the low accusation that the Catholics 
have brought wee to Ireland. Irishmen, 
above all men, should eschew such thoughts. 
Catholic or Protestant, they are one people, 
just like Georgians. Whothinks of dividing 
Georgians into two classes, Protestant Geor- 
gians and Catholic Georgians? And all this 
about the Irish being thriftless and improvi- 
dent. During the famine years of *45-’51, the 
Irish boys and girls in this country sent nearly 
$50,000,000 back to help the starving. Does 
that show improvidence where Irish men are 
given achance? There is hope for Ireland's 
deliverance in the fac: that the greatest prime 
minister in English history himself introdaced 
He has been

The Quarantine of Texas Against Georgia

«THE CHICAGO MAKKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain dan Provieions. 

CHICAGO, September 20—The board of trade to- 
day resumed the plan of holding but a single 
session, which closed at 11:15 p. m., instead of 1 
o'clock, the afternoon session being abolished. 
Trading in wheat was more active, and if anything, 
more general than for some days past. The feeling, 
too, was unsettled. At the opening the market was 
weak. and prices %@ic lower than the closing 
figures yesterday. This weakness was attributed to 
the unfavorable tenor of European market advices. 
There were numerous buying orders on the market 
at decline, and prices reacted %@%4c, then ruled 
easier for awhile, with prices dropping back 4,c, 
but later became strong, advancing 7c, and closed 
about 4c lowerthan yesterday. The rumor that 
the French chamber of deputies had refused to take 
action on the proposed abolishment of duty on 
imported wheat had a temporary effect, but all 
foreign news w28 to be ignored, the market being 
governed mainly by domestic influences. The 
news from the northwest continues to be of a buil- 
ish character, and although only confirming former 
statements, it appeared to have some effect. 
Speculative trading in corn was only moderate 
active, transactions being to agreat extent local, 
and fluctuations withina ‘4crange. The feeling 
developed was inclined to be easy, though the mar- 
ket ruled comparatively steady compared with 
yesterday. There was no important feature devel- 
oped and the market was governed almost entirely 
by local influences, the operations of a prominent 
local trader having considerable to do with the 
course of prices. The opening was asbade below 
the closing quotations of yesterday, after which the 
market ruled firmer, advancing 3c, reacted 4@5<c, 
became steady, and closed 4%@%c lowerthan yes- 
terday. The movement to this market continueson 
a liberal scale, and this and favorable weather for 
the growing crop hasa tendency tocreate an easy 
feeling, especially on deferred months. 

Oats were very dull, with a weak and heavy feel- 
ing, with Kc decline in some instances. 

At the opening trade in mess pork it was fairly 
active, and a stronger feeling developed, especially 
on October, which was bought by shorts, 
sales were at 2c advance, sold up to1744c, weak- 
ened and all appreciation was lost, January re- 
ceived fair attention, but declined 10c. 
Lard was moderately active, but unsettled. The 
opening sales for October were 2%4c advance, re- 
ceded 124, but rallied to 744e. January was traded 
intoa fair extent, and advanced 5c, but receded 10c, 
Short ribs were fairly. active, but unsettled. The 
early market was firm and prices advanced 244@5c. 
Shortly before the close reports that yellow fever 
had broken out in Memphis, caused increased sell- 
ing and prices of near futures declined 744©@10c, and 
the market closed easy at inside figures.

The Whitehall strect crossing 
presents no obstacle to successful bridging, 
and as this is the street which it is particularly 
desired to reliove from the delays of the pres- 
ent system of switching, a complete drawing 
of a proposed bridge had been prepared. 

It is designed to be built for both foot and 
wagon travel, with a double roadway for vehi- 
cles, each eight feet wide, separated by a 
wheel guard. The approaches to the bridge 
were shown in various grades, this being a 
matter which the grade of Peachtree and 
Whitehall strects would render casy of solution. 
For foot passengers it is designed to build 
approaches by means of steps, with landings at 
suitable distances, so that the ascent will not 
be too tiresome. The center of the bridge 
across the Whitehall street crossing is designed 
to be nineteen feet above the tracks. The 
plans for this bridge as drawn and explained 
by Mr. Kriegshaber, have the apparent method 
of feasibility, and according to his estimate, 
could be built in a substantial and attractive 
style for $20,000, 

Profile plans for bridges acrogs Pryor and 
Mitchell streets were also on exhibit, and a 
general discussion of the merits of the bridge 
scheme was indulged in. 

Chairman Ilaas broke the ice and stampeded 
the discussion of the beauties of the bridge by 
laying down the proposition that the railroads 
must build the bridges and also stand between 
the city and property owners who might claim 
damage to their property by the construction 
of the bridges. 

Major Anderson, who represented the West- 
ern aud Atlantic, was certain that his road 
would not incurany expense of that kind,owing 
to the fact that the lease of the present man- 
agement had but two years longer torun. Major 
Anderson said his understanding was that the 
city would build the bridges if the railroads 
got up the plans. This suggestion did not pro- 
duce any enthusiasm. 

Chairman Haas was certain that the city 
would not stand the expense of building the 
bridges or take care of the claims of property 
owners for damages, if any were made. 

No one preseut had any authority to pledge 
the railroads to a construction of the bridges, 
and an adjournment was suggested in order to 
give the railroad managers time to confer and 
make a definite proposal to the city as to what 
they would do towards building the bridges. 
As to the question of damage to property own- 
ers, provided the bridge was built 
on the plan proposed, there appeared 
to be a division of opinion, and it 
was suggested by Mr. Amorous that if the 
railroads would build the bridges the city 
would be able to take the changes of damage 
suits. Messrs. Amorous and Woodward were 
of the opinion that there would be no damage 
of consequence to the property along White- 
hall and Peachtree streets, and Mayor Cooper 
concurred in this idea. 

Mr. Amorous stated that the railroads would 
be the principal gainers by the construction of 
bridges across these streets, and cited a dam- 
age suit for $40,000 now pending against the 
Western and Atjantic as one of the results of 
the present dangerous condition of the street 
crossings. He tbought the railroads would do 
their part, and suggested a conference of the 
committee to arrange for an adjournment and 
to make a definite proposal to the railroads. 

Chairman Haas and Mr. Woodward con- 
sented and the comumittee called the mayor 
into consultation with them. 

It was decided by the committee to make the 
following proposition to the railroad managers 
interested in this matter: That they consider 
the cost of bridging on the plan presented by 
Mr. Kriegshaber, and meet with the commit- 
tee, at 40’clock p. m., on Saturday, the 29th 
instant, to make their proposals. 

The council meets on the Monday following 
the date set for this meeting, and the whole 
matter will be snbmitted to them at that time 
for a final disposition. , 

The committee in making this disposition of 
the matter have only asked the railroads to 
§tate what they will do as regafds the construc- 
tion of the bridges, the question of damages to 
abutting property being left open for future 
discussion. 

And so the matter stands. 

To Meet Next Tuesday. 

The railroad commission will meet next 
Tuesday, and there are already several matters of 
importance on file for their consideration. becretary 
Briscoe yesterday wrote to the committee ot lumber- 
men, acknowledging the receipt of their communis 
Cation and protest in ard to the lumber tariff. 
The secretary also notified the committee of the 
Gate of the next meeting of the commission, and 
they will undoubtedly be on band to make their 
verbal complaint, 

Heavy Losses. 

The Central and Georgia roads both suffered 
heavy losses by the recent floods, and the officials 
tre engaged in the rather unpleasant task ot esti- 
mating the damage. Tracks, rolling stock, engines 
and bridges are all more or less on the wrong side 
of the list, and to be added to these losses are the 
Gecreased earnings en account of the loss of travel. 

The Colored Firemen. 

The question of pmesenting requests to the 
managers ofroads employing colored firemen was 
Giscussed at length by the convention of locomotive 
firemen which has just adjourned, The matter was set- 
tled by a proposition te supply the managers of south- 
ern roads with all the white firemen they nead, so 
that when a vacancy occurs, it can be filled without 
hiring a colored man. in this way the brotherhood 
eXpects to graduaily supplant the colored men in 
branch of railroad service. 

Colored Excursionists. 

About sixty colored people came in on the 
Richmond and Danville train last night bound for 
California, They came from the Carolinas, and 
are going to California to secure employment in 
the vineyards, where colored labor is in demand 
and very rapidly supplanting the Chinese,

Remember the Books Will Close 
Tomorrow Afternoon at Five. 


You Have Only Two Days Left, and If You 


Do Not Register Before Five O'clock 
Tomorrow Your Vote Is Lost. 


Thanks to the strong appeals of Tue Con- 
STITUTION to the democratic voters of Fulton 
county, there was a gratifying increase in 
the registration yesterday. 

It picked up considerably on both sides of 
the railroad. 

Mr. James Williams, the registrar for North 
Atlanta, was kept busy all day long attending 
to sovereigns who desired to exercise the proud 
privilege of casting their ballots in the elec- 
tions this fall. 

When Mr. Williams's books were clos@4 for 
the day, at 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
about 175 voters had registered against 140 the 
day before. The proportion of whites who 
took the oath was much larger than on the 
day before. Of the 175 names which were re- 
corded on the books in north Atlanta, only 60 
were those of colored men. Mr. Wiliams re- 
marked yesterday: : 

“Up to date, about 1,700 voters. have been 
registered on this side of the railroad, and of 
these only about 545 are colored people.” 

In south Atlanta yesterday the registration 
of voters was the largest that has yet been 
made in a single day since the opening of the 
books. 

The number registered was 186, against 140 
the day before. 

And of these only 54 were colored voters. 
The total number of voters registered on 
yesterday was 351, against 270 the preceding 
day, and of this number only 114 were colored 
men. 

The total number of voters registered in the 
city up to last night was something over 4,000, 
and of this number 1,524 are negroes. 

There are only two more days left in which 
to register—today and tomorrow—and if the 
democrats will just register during these two 
days as they registered yesterday, all will be 
well. 

But they must keep up the good work, never 
forgetting that at five o’clock tomorrow after- 
noon the registration books will close. 
Remember, democrats, the registration 
books wiil positively close tomorrow after- 
noon at five o’clock. This is the law. You 
cannot register after that hour. 

Kegister today, democrats! Register today! 
Because if you put it off till tomorrow you 
may forget to register before five o’clock. 

It will be too late to registor after five 
o’clock because the books will have been 
closed in accordance with the law. 

The registration office in north Atlanta is 
at the corner of North Broad and Walton 
streets, and the registration oflice in south 
Atlanta is in the basement of the courthouse, 
the first room to the right as you go down the 
steps at the front of the building. 

Mr. Turner, the south Atlanta registrar, 
speaking of the increased registration on yes- 
terday, said: 

‘* Just see the difference a little talk has made 
in the registration of whites,’’ and he might 
have added, ‘‘and a good deal of writing in yes- 
terday’s CONSTITUTION.”’ 

A good many people who get to the registra- 
tion offices after five o’clock in the afternoon 
have been ‘‘cussin”’ at the registrars for closing 
at that hour. 

This is very unjust to the excellent gentle- 
men who keep the registration. They are not 
at all to blame for closing the books at five 
o’clock. That is the law—they are simply car- 
rying out the statute as passed by the general 
assembly. 

There is loud complaint among the working- 
men concerning the hours at which the regis- 
tration books open and close. They open at 
nine and close at five. The great body of 
workingmen in Atlanta go to their work before 
nine o’clock, and do not get through until six 
o’clock. 

For this reason they claim that it is ex- 
tremely inconvenient for them to register. 

Another point. A large number of work- 
ingmen in Atlanta have notime to read the 
newspapers closely and are therefore not 
posted about the registration, 

Would it not be a good idea for the demo- 
cratic nominees to visit the workingmen dur- 
ing these last two days of the registration and 
insist upon their going to the books and haying 
their names recorded ? 

Should this be done many aman, who would 
otherwise be disfranchised, wili be qualified to

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IS IT CAMPBELL? 


A Negro Woman Tells a Startling 
Story, 


About the Man Who Killed His Wife— 
A Man Carries a Pistol and Goes 
to Jail—Other News. 


Si Campbell, the negro who killed his wife 
last Saturday night, is, it is believed, still in 
the city. 

This theory gained credence yesterday. 

Campbell was seen last, according to all re- 
liable information, on Saturday night. He 
was then near the corner of Wheat and Butler 
streets, and was moving toward Wheat. After 
the search for him began chance governed 
everything. The officera and pursuing parties 
went in all directions, with no ideaas to the 
one taken by the murderer when he went 
away from the scene of his crime. The negro 
had apparently obliterated all trace, and this 
finally led to the belief that he had left the 
conntry entirely. 

But yesterday many persons were induced to 
believe that Campbell had never left the city. 

Out in the northeastern portion of the city, 
near Ponee de Leon springs, lives an old negro 
woman, who called upon the detectives yester- 
day. She is known as Maria Howard, and her 
story was an interesting one to the officers. 
The old woman stated that some one came to 
her house Saturday night Jate and by the aid 
of a ladder, which had been resting against the 
side of the building, reached the garret over 
her head.” All day Sunday the party remained 
there and soon after dark left, but returned again 
just before day Monday. During the day she 
heard some one distinctly moving about the 
garret just as she had Sunday, but being alone 
she was afraid to make an investigation. That 
night soon after dark she began watch- 
ing and saw a man emerge from the 
garret and descend the ladder. As he touched 
the ground she called to him, but ho instantly 
ran away. On the next morning, late, she 
saw the same party moving cautiously through 
the bushes near her home, going in the direc- 
tion of the springs. The woman described 
the man, and the description suits Campbell 
so thoroughly that many negroes are satisfied 
that it is he. 

Chief Connolly called upon Governor Gor- 
don again yesterday relative to a reward for 
the murderer. The governor informed the 
chief that he could not offer a reward until 
the judge, county commissioners or ordinary 
petitioned for it. Today the chief will call 
upon Ordinary Calhoun and request him to 
move in the matter. 

¥ined and Sent to Jail. 


Nelson Barber,a big jet-black negro, was 
arraigned in police court yesterday morning 
charged with disorderly conduct. The evi- 
dence showed that Barber, who is an old con- 
vict, went to a ball on Peters street night be- 
fore last and began quarreling with a negro 
named Williams. Williams struck at Barber 
with a stick, whereupon Barber drew a pisrol 
and attempted to use it. Judge Anderson 
imposed a ten-dollar fine and asked for a $100 
bond. Barber was unable to make the bond 
and was sent to jail. 

A Pistol Caused the Trouble. 

John Walton, a négro well known in police 
circles, occupied a cell in the city prison last 
night, and this morning he will be arraigned 
before Judge Anderson. About noon yester- 
day Ash Lee went to Walton’s house to col- 
lect a bill. Walton became angry and ordered 
Lee away. Lee declined to move until the 
bill was paid. Walton thereupon drew a pis- 
tol and attempted to shoot Lee. The affair was 
reported to Sergeant White who made the 
arrest. 

He Frightened the Ladies. 

Jack Grofton, a young negro man,-was 
arrested lastnight and booked for disorderly 
conduct. During the afternoon Grofton en- 
tered Price’s store, on Marietta street, and 
grabbing apistol, drove the clerk, a young 
a out. Later he went into Mr. Henry 
Jones’ house, near Bellwood, and frightened 
the ladies by threatening tokillthem. The 
matter was reported at police headquarters, 
and Grofton’s arrest was the result. 

Stabbed in the Neck. 

Frank Owens, @ small negro, received an 
ugly and dangerous knife wound last night. 
With two or three other boys about his own 
age he was playing near the ice mill on Ala- 
bama. A quarrel arose between him and 
George White and a fight ensued, during 
which White drove a knife blade into Owens’s 
neck. The wound bled profusely, and for a 
time it was feared that death would ensue. A 
yhysician, however, staunched the flow of 

lood, and the boy was taken to his home near 
the old Lewis flouring mil. 

A Stolen Horse, 

Hiram Fry, a negro drayman living on 
Rhodes street, called at police headquarters 
last night to report the disappearance of his 
dray puller. Fry was in the habit of allowing 
his horse to run loose in the yard during the 
early partof the evening. Last night when 
he went into the yard to stable the animal he 
was gone. He thinks the horse was stolen.

_® AND RELIEVES RIS EMBARRASSMENT. 


It ts Firmly Bblioved That He Will Sign the 
Kxclusion Bill—The Matter of Ad 
jourament Again—Georgia News. 


asmrwatorw, September 21.—{Spocial.]— 
The Chinesé problem was poled teday by the 
authentic tnformation rece m Minister 
Denby that the recent treaty negotiated with 
China has been rejected by that government. 
This relieves the situation of the embarrass- 
ment over which the republicans have been 
for several days gloating. They have every- 
where proclaimed that the president whether 
he signed the Scott exclusion bill or vetoed it, 
would pay a heavy penalty at the November 
election. But the rejection of the treaty by 
China removes the only objection to the sign- 


“ing of the bill by the president, and this, it is 


assumed, he will promptly do. 

The bill was delivered to him by Colonel 
Kilgore today. 

The fight on the billin the s@nate did not 
gelate to ite merits, but solely tothe fact it 
was deemed inadvisable to pass legislation 
@hich would be tantamount to abrogating the 
treaty while the treaty was still pending. The 
house proceeded upon information which it 
considered reliable that the treaty had been 
re . In that view of the case the senti- 
meut of that body was unanimously in favor of 
the total exclusion of the Chinese. There is 
no reason to doubt that similar unanimity of 
feeling and action would have been recorded 
in the senate butfor the fact that the news 
upon which the house had acted was found to 
be incorrect. 

It is assumed here that the president will 
sign the Scott bill. It meets with the cordial 
indorsement of the leaders of his party in con- 
gress, and the sentiment of the democratic 
press throughout the whole country favors leg- 
islation which will exclude from these shores 
@ race so radically unfit and indisposed to adopt 
or work in consonance with the spirit and ciy- 
flization of this government.
